Present Ventilation Rules. 


Illinois ventilation provisions 
require only that at least 6000 
cubic feet of air, containing at 
least 19.5 per cent oxygen by 
weight and not more than 1 per 
cent methane, must flow through 
the last open cross-cut in each 
entry each minute. 

Illinois Department of Mines 
and Minerals and company offi- 
cials have termed the federal rec- 
ommendations on ventilation 
“controversial,” and said they 
were not practiced in the Frank- 
lin county coal field. 

The Governor’s proposed new 
code was prepared by State mines 
department and University of 
Illinois experts under the direc- 
tion of Harold Walker, a profes- 
sor at the university who is serv- 
ing. as Stevenson’s personal rep- 
resentative on the State team 
investigating the explosion. 

The proposal was submitted to 
the Legislature last January, but 
it was rejected unanimously by 
the Mining Investigation Com- 
mission in April. The commission 
felt there had been insufficient 
ae to study the proposal, Kunz 
said, 

“No Improvement Over Old.” 

Hugh White, head of the 
Springfield district of the UMW, 
said the United Mine Workers 
had opposed the new code because 
it was “no improvement over the 
old one, and even would have 
taken some things away from the 
miners.” 

He did not specify what those 
things were, but he denied .that 
UMW opposition had stemmed 
from a fear that the new code 
might increase the,cost of ae 
coal, thus forcing some margin 
producers out-of business. and 
throwing miners out of work. 

Stevenson, who contended that 
Illinois mine safety provisions 
need “clarification and strength-

FRENCH ASSEMBLY 
APPROVES BILLION 
FOR INDOCHINA WAR 


PARIS, Dec. 31 (AP)—The 
French National Assembly has 
voted to spend 331 billion francs 
(just under a billion dollars) for 
the war in Indochina. 


The huge sum was voted 514 
to 101, with only the Communists 
against. Jean Letourneau, Minis- 
ter for Associated States, got the 
money after rejecting a move in 
the Assembly to have the Indo- 
china war taken before the United 
Nations. 


Letourneau also told the As- 
sembly the five-year war with the 
Communist-led Vietminh guerril- 
las in Indochina had cost the 
French side, on which colonial 
troops must do most of the fight- 
ing, 28,746 killed. 


He blamed Russia for keeping 
the war going, saying Ho Chi 
Minh, Moscow-trained leader of 
the rebels, would like to nego- 
tiate “but is not free.” 

At Saigon, meanwhile, the 
French high command reported 
inflicting 10,000 casualties on 
Vietminh troops in repulsing their 
attacks along the Black river in 
the last four weeks.

“At this time, I don’t think it 
would be a good idea to sef up 
competition with Public Service 
Co. I'd like to take a good deal 
more time to think that over be- 
fore deciding on it. The chief ad- 
vantage of public ownership is a 
savings in taxes, but it’s money 
that would have to be made up 


by the rest of the taxpayers from 


other sources of revenue. 

“I think it is a matter that cer- 
tainly should be placed before the 
public ownership committee of 
the Mass Transportation. Com- 
mission for thorough study.” 

‘James A.: Singer, chairman of 
the St. Louis County Council, the 
governing body:

Higher Personal Income. 

Personal income for 1951 to- 
taled.$251 billions, compared with 
$225 billions in the previous year. 
By the end of 1951, the annual 
rate reached 260 billions. Dis- 
posable income—what’s left after 
taxes—increased 9 per cent. 

Consumer buying was “‘slight- 
ly” below last year, while sav- 


ings boomed to 19 billions. In. 


the last nine months, banks got 
10 per cent of the average dis- 
posable income—the highest sav- 
ings rate since the war-and- 
scarcity year of 1945. 

Industrial production was 10 
per cent higher than in 1950, 
with expansion in capital equip- 
ment and defense production 
more than offsetting cutbacks in 
the automobile, appliances and 
textiles industries. 

Sawyer said high personal sav- 
ings helped hold down inflation 
during 1951, but he warned that 
any buying splurge would set off 
a skyrocket. 

The most dynamic factor—de- 
fense spending—totaJed 34 bil- 
lion dollars, about double the 
previous year. At year’s end, 
defense orders outstanding came 
to 40 billions, with another 33 
billions in funds not spoken for. 

Pay-As-You-Go Plan. 

Sawyer recommended a pay- 
as-you-go defense program “in- 
sofar as possible.” 

Two other Government agen- 
cies reported, meanwhile, that 
manufacturing corporation sales 
declined from record levels in 
the third quarter of 1951 for the 
first time since 1949. 

A joint report by the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission 
and the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion disclosed that profits of 
manufacturing corporations in ‘he 
third quarter continued the down- 
ward trend that began at the end 
of 1950. 

Sales totaled $51,100,000,000, 
compared with $53,700,000,000 in 
the second quarter of 1961 and 
$48,600,000,000 in the third quar- 
ter of 1950. 

Net profits before federal in- 
come and excess profits taxes 
amounted to $5,900,000,000, a 15 
per cent drop from the preced- 
ing quarter and 11 per cent be- 
low the third quarter last year. 
Net profits after taxes totaled 


'$2,400,000,000, 23 per cent less 


than in the preceding quarter and 
36 per cent below a year ago. 

Of the 22 different manufac- 
turing industries included in the 
report, only four—food, tobacco, 
apparel and finished textiles— 
showed an increase in profits be- 
fore taxes in the third quarter 
as compared to the previous 
quarter.

He was First Lt. Lee R. Hartell, 
28 years old, of Danbury, Conn., 
where his widow, three children 
and parents live. 


Hartell joined Company B of 
the Ninth Infantry Regiment as 


ing an enemy counter-attack, 
Hartell was sitting in an exposed 
position on a knoll in the path 
of the heaviest assault. He nev- 
ertheless called for artillery fire 
within 10 yards of his own posi- 
tion. 

Hartell continued directing the 
artillery until daylight. When 
infantrymen moved out to count 
many casualties, both enemy and 
American, they found Lt. Hartell 
dead at his post. 

Hartell entered the Army as 
an enlisted man from the Nation- 
al Guard in February 1941. He 
was wounded during two years of 
fighting in the southwest Pacific.

“U.M.W.A. for Mine Safety 


Yo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

John L. Lewis, president, and all 
other top officials of the United Mine 
Workers of America, have vigorously 
and unceasingly worked for passage 
of a federal mine safety code with 
strict enforcement powers since 1939, 
and the U.M.W. will give utmost sup- 
port to the Price-Neely mine safety 
bill now in congressional committees. 

I take issue with an editorial pub- 
lished in the Post-Dispatch which said 
in effect that Lewis had withheld his 
support from previous federal legis- 
lation in 1947 because of his animosity 
toward Julius Krug, former Secretary 
of the Interior, whom Mr. Lewis has 
fescribed as an inefficient public 
servant. \ 

At no time did Mr. Lewis’ opposi- 
tion to Krug affect his desire for an 
enforceable federal safety code. I know 
definitely, from Mr. Lewis’ personal 
instructions, that the U.M.W.. never 
lost interest in getting a federal code 
with teeth, nor has it ever impeded 
or slowed down attempts to get such 
legislation. 
|..It is true that the U.M.W. opposed 
Krug’s attempt to secure the appoint- 
ment of James Boyd, head of the 
Colorado School of Mines, as director 
of the Federal Bureau of Mines. 

We opposed the appointment of 
Boyd solely because he was not a coal 
man, and we did not think he had 
sufficient knowledge of coal mining. 


* * * 


But our opposition to Boyd made 
absolutely no difference in our at- 
tempts to get improved mine safety 
legislation. We would have supported 
this legislation if the devil himself 
had been in charge of the enforce-: 
ment of the legislation. 

The safety bill now in Congress, 
which was introduced by Senator Mat- 
thew Neely, Democrat of West Virginia, 
contains all the principal provisions in 
which the U.M.W. is interested. 

This bill is a revised version of meas- 
ures introduced by Representative Price 
and Senator Neely at the opening of the 
resent session of Congress. The first 
bills did not get out of the committee 
because of strong opposition from mem- 
bers who felt they were too broad. — 

When this opposition became ap- 
parent, President Lewis personally in- 

structed the legal staff of the U.M.W. 
to revise the bill so it would satisfy 
the critics. We then asked the spon- 
sors to introduce the new bill, and 
they agreed. 
© * . . 

The revised version of the Neely bill 
lists five s ic areas in which the 
Secretary of the Interior, acting through 
the Bureau of Mines, may make regula- 

‘tions concerning mine safety, and have 
them enforced federal inspectors. 

These areas cover adequate timber- 
ing and other measures to prevent 
' collapse or squeeze in coal mines, 
' standards for the use of machinery and 
explosives, standards for operations, 
mining methods, ventilation, preven- 
- tion of gas or dust explosion, and 
health and personal safety measures. 

The bill would empower federal in- 
spectors. to close mines which did not 
meet safety standards, a prerogative 
which they now do not enjoy. 

We do not know what the attitude 
of the House and Senate Labor com- 
mittees toward the bill is going to be. 

We are very hopeful they will be 
more favorable toward the present, 
more specific bill. Surely the tragic 
disaster here at West Frankfort will 
further convince the committee.

Is he right? If so, should the city alone go — 


into the streetcar and bus business? Or should 
there be recognition of the obvious fact that 
rapid transit is an urgent problem for the, whole 
community, the suburbs as well as the city? 

Assuming this metropolitan interdependence, 
how can the city and the county, work out a 
joint solution? Should a Metropolitan Transit 
Authority be formed? What are the legal ob- 
stacles, if any? How could the various com- 
munities delegate the necessary powers to the 
Authority? How could politics be kept out? 

What about financing? Could or should 
revenue bonds be issued, these to be retired 
out of the earnings of the transit system? What 
about the taxes now collected from the privately 
owned ‘transit system? 

Mayor Darst suggests the possibility of a 
public transit system in competition with the 
Public Service Co. But surely our already over- 
crowded streets could not accommodate such 
duplication. And could the community afford 
the cost of such a dual system? If not, how 
could the existing facilities be taken over? How 
much are they worth? How much should be 
paid for them? 

Then there is the really basic question: Would 
a change in ownership alone be sufficient to 
provide substantially better service? Or is the 
apparent desire of the Public Service Co. to 
maintain good profits through bad service not 
the only difficulty? Are our traffic arteries 
becoming more and more inadequate? How can 
they be enlarged? What about the parking 
problem? 

This is quite a batch of questions. But not 
one of them is put forward in a critical spirit. 
The Mayor’s statement indicates that he has 
been thinking about many of them. Answers to 
all of them certainly can be found. These 
answers will emerge quickly enough from a 
closer study of the local problem and from 
careful consideration of the experience of other 
cities. 

Study, however, must not be allowed to be- 
come an excuse for delay and inaction—as it 
has been all too often in the past. Its real pur- 
pose should be early arrival at the right de- 
cisions, those detailed decisions necessary to 
sound judgment and decisive action. 

The need is clear, not only for a better transit 
system but also for the other municipal improve- 
ments suggested by Mr. Darst. Streets, parking 
fa-ilities, more hospital beds, health centers, 
housing, parks, fire stations, sewers—St. Louis 
needs all of these and more if it is to follow 
the road of progress. 

A sound and early solution of the transit. 
problem would be a great stimulus to accom- 
plishment in every other field of municipal im- 
provement. So we sincerely hope that the Mayor 
and the community hit the mark in the new 
year.

Given the uncertainties which confront 
us at the present time, it would seem most 
unwise to eed on any assumption other 
than that ation still is a danger. This 
means continued efforts to “pay as we go,” 
to maintain a policy of credit restraint, to 
continue the direct economic controls and 
to forestall any actions which would disturb 
the present delicate balance in the economy. 


Such is the New Year’s economic advice of 
Delos C. Johns, president of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of St. Louis, and it seems to us hard 
to improve upon. 

_ Mr. Johns sees 1951 as, on the whole, a good 
year. In the face of dangerous inflationary 
pressures which existed a year ago, the domestic 
economy attained, he says, a “remarkable stabil- 
ity.” Production shifts into defense were made 
smoothly. Prices were “fairly stable.” 

Yet it would be a serious mistake to suppose 
that we are over the hump and that we can af- 
ford to drop our guard against inflation. As 
Mr. Johns points out, the two big imponder- 
ables for 1952 are the extent and nature of the 
defense program, and the extent and nature 
of consumer demand. 


Two of the factors which helped produce the 


present condition of relative stability were the 
failure of the defense program to bite into the 
economy as deeply as had been anticipated, and 
the decision of a great many people to save 
more. of their money instead of spending it. 

These factors could change in 1052. If the 
defense program proceeds as planned, there 
will be more income in the hands of consumers 
and fewer civilian goods to spend it on. If 
consumers suddenly decide to spend more in- 
stead of saving more, the potential inflationary 
forces which now exist could become real and 
strong. 

This is why Mr. Johns’ advice seems so sound. 
Not even a Federal Reserve Bank president can 
read the future, but a look at the past and an 
assessment of the present leads to the con- 
clusion that the nation must accept for 1952 
the assumption that inflation is still a danger.

Arguing over the past is generally fruitless. 
Mr. Howe and his.chief, John L. Lewis, cer- 
tainly are entitled to see the legislative record 
from their viewpoint. What distresses us is 
that after 111 men died at Centralia in 1947, 
all the forces which say they are for mine 
safety were not strong enough to enact the bill 
to put teeth in the federal code. 

Fortunately Congress reassembles in just a 
few days.

Courtesy and Hard Facts 
Warships of the Sixth Fleet will soon pay 
another courtesy call to Spanish ports.

Government, a realistic appraisal of Spain as a

American supervision. His demands for financial 
help in return for whatever he finally does 
decide to let us have are reported to have 
startled both the American military and eco- 
nomic missions. As The New York Times 
observed: 

The United States is presumably still 
committed to the policy of seeking an ar- 
rangement with Franco for air and naval 
bases, but the American public is yet to be 
told how the military advantages outweigh 
the political and moral disadvantages. 


Already the disadvantages on an economic 
plane are becoming more apparent. The chief 
of the economic’ mission, Dr. Sydney Suffrin, 
recently listed the weaknesses of Spain’s econ- 
omy in a frank talk to Spanish businessmen. He 
noted that equipment and machinery were hard 
to obtain, raw materials were in short supply, 
the labor force was not well trained, both power 
and transport were inadequate and, finally, the 
Spanish economy was not operating at capacity. 

Dr. Suffrin refrained from any political com- 
ment, but he did say that any large American 
investment in Spain might eause more economic 
dislocation than benefits.

As events are now shaping in Washing- 
ton there are four issues which pre-emi- 
nently will concern the whole American 
people during the first six months of 1952.

The Gallup poll recently showed that 
from 50 to 67 per cent of the people felt 
that the mounting federal bu was 
beginning to risk the nation’s 
security.

Korea’s Historic Function. 


That, for example, was how 
Great Britain and Russia ar- 
ranged their quarrel over Persia 
in 1907—by agreeing upon a neu- 
tral zone. between the Russian 
sphere of influence in the north 
and the British sphere in the 
south. 


Siam owes the independence 
it has énjoyed to its having 
served as a buffer state between 
the British and the French spheres 
of interest in southern Asia. 
Korea itself, except in the com- 
paratively short period—by Asian 
standards—of the Japanese con- 
quest, has been the buffer state 
separating Japan and China, sep- 
arating Russia and Japan. 

It is no trifling coincidence 
that it was the Russians who 
originally proposed the Thirty- 
eighth parallel as the dividing 
line between their occupation 
and our own, nor that China did 
not intervene in Korea until we 
crossed the Thirty-eighth parallel 
and were approaching the Chi- 
mese and Russian frontiers, nor 
that the Soviet Government 
speaking of course for the Chi- 
nese as well, proposed an armi- 
stice as soon as Mr. Acheson and 
the Chiefs of Staff had made it 
plain in the MacArthur hearings 
that we were willing to end the 
fighting in the middle of Korea. 


Is Unification Desirable? 


up to the Yalu river, ‘then the 
Chinese and the Soviets will have 
every reason, and what is more 
important every ‘opportunity, to 
exploit the turbulence we shall 
be encouraging in order to bring 
about a unified Korea of their 
own. In a struggle by agitation, 
propaganda, intrigue and terror 
to unify Korea, the odds would 
be heavily against us. 


Expensive Emotional Jag. 


Our true interest is that South 
Korea should be kept out of the 
Chinese and Soviet military orbit. 
South Korea is as vital to the se- 
curity of Japan as North Korea 
is vit 1 to the security of Man- 
churia. Our interest in South Ko- 
rea agreés with our moral com- 
mitments up to that unhappy time 
when, intoxicated with victory, we 
lost our heads and refused to set- 
tle for what we are settling for 
now. 

That emotional jag has cost us 
75,000 casualties — three-quarters 
of all the battle casualties of the 
Korean war. There is no reason 
why we should ever allow our- 
selves to be entangled again in 
such monumental folly. 

The way to.make it as sure as 
we can make it that we .shall ‘not 
entangle - ourselves again is to 
bring our political. commitments 
squarely into line with the mil- 
itary realities. That would mean 
treating the armistice boundary 
as the permanent boundary, one 
which cannot be disturbed with- 
out bringing on a general war. 


The Balance of Power. 


My own view is that after there 
is an armistice, the United Na- 
tions shoud ask the two Korean 
governments to sign a treaty of 
non-aggression, which would then 
be guaranteed by the United 
States, Red China, the Soviet 
Union, Japan, and by all the na- 
tions in the General Assembly. 

The virtue of such an arrange- 
ment is that it recognizes truly 
and accurately the balance of 


power in the Far East—as the 
Korean war has tested it and 
shown it to be.

Funeral arrangements for F. 
William Autenrieth, St. Louis 
county Republican leader, will 
await the return of his family 
from Fort Lauderdale, Fia., 
where he died Saturday of heart 
disease while on a vacation trip. 
He was 59 years old and lived at 
6 Rio Vista drive, Ladue. 

He had been under a doctor’s 
care for the last year and suf- 
fered a heart attack shortly after 
arriving at Fort Lauderdale with.

Mr. Autenrieth had been a 
power in Republican politics in 
the county for many years.

BE POPE IN BROADCAST

VATICAN CITY, Dec. 31 (UP) 
-~—Pope Pius XII broadcast a mes- 
Sage yesterday to prisoners 
throughout the world, including 
the “innocent” suffering in dun- 
geons and concentration camps 
behind the Iron Curtain. 

Speaking from his private li- 
brary in the Vatican palace, he 
said the “world is to blame” for 


‘|many of the crimes that sent 


thousands of men and women 
each year to serve their time 
“choking in the softening soli- 
tude and darkness.” 

He urged patience for. those 
imprisoned falsely, recalling to 
them and all prisoners, the Beati- 
tudes of the Gospel: 

“Blessed are the afflicted ... 
blessed are those that hunger and 
thirst for justice . .. blessed are 
they who suffer persecution for 
justice sake ... blessed are you 
persecuted for my sake ... for 
yours is the kingdom of heaven.” 

Referring to political prisoners, 
the Pope said: 

“Even more sorrowful is the 
plight of those who in not a few 
countries suffer innocently be- 
cause of iniquitous laws, or be- 
cause of the false ideals ruling 
the norms of civil life, which are 
prompted by fatuous, passionate 
politics, or by blasphemous preju- 
dices that consider it a crime to 
give homage to God.”

Ensor Exhibit Opens at Museum; 
Belgium’s Pioneer Modern Artist 


Original, Influential Work of Late Painter, a 
Recluse, Anticipates Much of Sur- 
realism and Expressionism.

A comprehensive exhibition of 
62 paintings and 70 etchings and 
drawings by James Ensor, Bel- 
gian artist who died in 1949 at 
the age of 89, opened yesterday 
at the City Art Museum. Now 
on tour, this retrospective display 
is of first-rate significance, for 


it introduces to the United States 
one of the most original and in- 
fluential of modern artists. 


Included are loans from eight 
Belgian museums. Four American 
museums are on the itinerary of 
the collection. The Art Museum 
here, after being closed today and 
tomorrow, will reopen Wednes- 
day, and the show will extend 
through Jan. 30. 


Ensor, af + three years at the 
Brussels Academy, began aca- 
demically enough. His early por- 
traits are competent and direct. 
His figure paintings and still lifes 
done when he was 20 begin his 
sensitive absorption and blend- 
ing of influences. 

Several interiors painted at 
this time are reminiscent of Ver- 
meer, DeHooch and Degas. “Som- 
ber ‘ady,” dating from twenty- 
first year, strikes a personal note 
of uneasiness and foreboding. 
The Artist’s Early Reverses. 
Paintings like these pleased 
the juries of Brussels and Paris 
salons. When the artist at 22 
passed beyond his early bounds 
and painted light in his own in- 
tensely sensuous style, as in the 
later iridescent “Skate,” there 
was an abrupt change in the ac- 
ceptance he was given. In “Wom- 
an Eating Oysters,” reproduced 
in the catalogue but unfortunate- 
ly not part of the show, he re- 
joices in light-drenched color and 
specular lusters. 


Nearly a generation later, Bon- 
nard and Vuillard capitalized on 
this kind of painting. When En- 
sor tried it, however, his paint- 
ings were judged to be shockers. 
His “Woma~” was rejected from 
the Antwerp salon and even by 
the purportedly advance-guard 
Brussels group with which he had 
exhibited the year before. 

In later years art historians 
gave him credit, on the basis of 
pictures like the many seashell 
canvases on view, for inaugurat- 
ing Belgian “luminism.” This 
kind of work was cited in 1929 
when he was made a baron by 
the Belgian king. 

Ensor and Swift, Satirists. 
After neglect in his youth, En- 
sor became a recluse, a mystic 
and an enigma. He retired to his 
mother’s curio shop at Ostend 
and painted masks and macabre 
images as symbols again and 
again. These works, like the writ- 
ings of Jonathan Swift, are to be 
understood allegorically, and they 


often share Swift’s savage indig- 
nation against all of mankind. 
To Ensor, people en masse were 
more terrifyingly stupid than when 
taken singly. Painting in this bit- 
terly. satiric frame of mind in 
1888, he produced his prophetic 
masterpiece, “Christ’s Entry into 
Brussels in 1689." This canvas, 
about 814 by 14 feet, attains mural 
dimensions and faces the visitor 
as he enters Gallery 32. It is so 
bitterly misanthropic that it was 
not formally exhibited for 41 
years after it was finished. 
Christ, a tiny figure almost lost 
in the central background, must. 
be found in a sea of masquerad- 
ing laborers, soldiers, farmers, 
politicians — and their women. 
Though the picture has a general 
import, the occasion, which rough- 
ly corresponds to the current 
season in America, is a Flemish 
carnival, which the artist viewed 
as an ugly debauch of drinking, 
make-believe and vulgar love- 
making. 
Meaning of a Masterpiece. 
What the painting says is this: 
If Christ should enter Brussels 
next year, the mob would see the 
event as the occasion for a clown- 
ish celebration. Christ Himself 
and all He stands for would be 
ignored; in effect He would be 
crucified all over again. 


That spirituality and human dig- 
nity are mocked, grotesquely mis- 
interpreted or ‘nullified by the 
mob is a recurrent theme with 
Ensor. This idea enters with 
brutal force into pictures as 
sacred as “The Cathedral,” as 
bawdy as “The Game of Love,” 
and as personal as “The Judges” 
or “Demons Tormenting Me.” 

Despite bad weather, the open- 
ing was attended by 884 persons, 
many of them artists and art stu- 
dents. They delighted in point- 
ing out to each other how Ensor 
assimilated the fantasy of Bosch, 
Brueghel and Jacques Callot and 
in what respects he anticipated 
the surrealism and expressionism 
of Dali, Klee, Kandinsky, Nolde, 
Chagall and Rouault. 


Ensor displayed a fine love of 
pigment for its own sake and 
treated his material in essentially 
painterly terms, visiting artists 
agreed. But they pointed out he 
remained on the literary rather 
than the abstract side of mod- 
ernism. 


This thorough representation of 
Ensor’s lifework was displayed 
previously at the Museum of 
Modern Art, New York, and the 
Cleveland Art Museum. Its tour 
is to be completed with a show- 
ing at the Institute of Cohtempo- 
rary Art, Boston, whose director, 
James S. Plaut, organized it with 
the co-operation of the Belgian 
Government, private collectors 
and museums.

Avocado 
Should Be 
Fully Ripe 
By Edith M. Barber 


VOCADO, a native tropical 

American fruit, has behind it 

a long history of appreciation 
in the localities to which it is in- 
digenous. It took a long time, 
however, for it to become known 
outside its own regions. It be- 
gan to appear in a few city mar- 
kets about 25 years ago. It was 
unusually known then as the alli- 
gator pear. 

It was highly appreciated by 
epicures and it soon became fash- 
ionable to serve it on special oc- 
easions. Cultivated both in Flori- 
da and California, it is now fairly 
generally available. It is highly 
considered for salads and appe- 
tizers. We still consider it more 
or less of a luxury because so 
much care must be used in its 
shipment that it can seldom be 
found at a bargain price away 
from its own native region. 

A novel use of this fruit, or 
perhaps we should call it vege- 
table-like fruit, was found in 
Mexico. Bowls of the fruit were 
passed with the main course. Each 
person peeled an avocado, re- 
moved the pit and mashed the 
pulp into the fluffy rice. With 
this was served fresh chili sauce 
and each person took as much as 
he Jiked for a seasoning. Of 
course, the fruit was perfectly 


pe. 
That is what we look for when 
we choose avocados. They must 
be soft to the touch but unbruised. 
It is usually better to pare them 
just before they are to be used. 
Sometimes we merely halve them, 
remove the pit, and fill the cen- 
ters with a savory dressing or with 
other fruits that have been mari- 
nated in French dressing. 

The avocado is so rich that it 
needs a dressing with little or no 
oil and with an acid flavor. Sliced 
avocado and grapefruit or toma- 
toes are excellent combinations. 

Avocado Appetizer. 

Halve avocados and remove 
pits. Sprinkle with lemon juice. 
Allow two tablespoons chili sauce 
and one tablespoon herb vinegar 
for each half. Mix well, add a few 
drops tabasco and fill centers 
with mixture.

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Window Frames: 
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EMODELING or the disguis- 

ing of the old-fashioned 

architectural features of a 
room seldom includes changing 
the window frames. But there’s 
no reason at all that ugly, out- 
dated windows should spoil the 
room. No window need be old- 
fashioned because window frames 
are so easily covered up, and they 
so often are in new window fash- 
ions wheth2r or not ‘cover-up is 
needed. 


Here’s an old-to-new window 
changer idea that requires neither 
draperies or curtains. A box 
frame of plywood or composition 
board made like a coruice con- 
tinues downward un both sides of 
the window to encase it. It pro- 
jects as a cornice does to conceal 
blind tops and hardware. and it 
may be higher and wider than 
the actual window to make the 
window look larger. 

The new frame may also con- 
tinue across the bottom of the 


window, Cover it with wallpaper 
or fabric, and for the newest ef- 
fect, complete the smart window 
treatment with narrow wood slat 
blinds. ;

ARK off the section of floor

One is to bore a hole 
about % in..deep where the cut 
is to be made and then making 
the rest of the cut with a key- 
hole or compass saw. 


You can't go any deeper than

floor and you don’t want to cut 
through that. 

Life is a lot simpler if you 
can get hold of a floor saw which 


ds designed especially for cut-. 


ting out floor boards and is a lot

Once you've cut the board at 
each end, split it down the center 
with a chisel and gently pry out 
the pieces. 

Select a fresh board and cut to 
the proper size. You must also 
remove the bottom edge of the 
groove on the board so it can be 
fitted into place. 

The new board is fastened 
down by driving finishing nails 
through it into the subflooring. 

It's a wise idea to use glue as 
well as the nails so that there 
won't be any chance of the board 
working -loose and starting 
squeaks and creaks.

Where Mink Come From

BEAUFORT, Mo., Dec. 31. 
HERE do they come from, 
the mink coats that have been 
raising a mild muck odor in 

“Washington? Well, in Washington 
they come out of the furriers’ 
vaults to the backs of women 
whose husbands have the price or 
the influence or a stand-in with 
the right people. : 

But where do the furriers get 
the furs that are made into mink 
coats to grace the backs of the 
Washington women? Some of 
them come from Missouri, from 
the mink ranch of Lester Van 
Leer, out a little way in the hills 
from Beaufort. A batch of them, 
properly “pelted” have just been 
sent off to New York to be made 
up into coats. 

Van Leer, when he was a farm- 
boy, trapped along the creeks for 
mink but didn’t catch many, for 
they were scarce in these parts. 
Why not raise his own? He had 
heard that it could be done. The 
fur books and magazines said so. 
He read up on it and decided to 
have a go at it. 

Four years ago he bought six of 
the little animals from a ranch 
in Minnesota. They cost him $300, 
which was a lot of money for 
him. If he didn’t make a go of 
it he would have to go back to 
straight farming. 

The kind he bought were 
known in the trade as Yukons, 
dark brown, and half-blood silver 
blue, good colors for mink coats. 

In their two-by-four foot out- 
door wire pens, with nest boxes 
at the back, he fed them fresh 
frozen horse meat, fish and cereal, 
with vitamins once a day mixed 
with the feed, and they were 
frisky and happy, not minding 
captivity because they had never 
known anything else. In a little 


while, for the period of gesta- 


tion is only six to seven weeks, 
he had litters of kits, four from 
each of the females, and was well 
on his way. 

It was a glad day when he 
listened at the nests and heard 
the mouse-like squeals which told 
him that the kits had arrived 
and were in need of a little sus- 
tenance, The squeaks were weak 
because a new-born mink is only 
an inch and a half long. It 
doubles its weight in 48 hours 
and in eight weeks is the size of 
a squirrel. 

The time of their arrival can 
only be known by their squeaks 
because if search for them is 
made in the straw of their nest 
the mother mink gets nervous and 
kills them. They are much too 
valuable for such a risk to be 
taken. Their eyes do not open 
until the fifth week. They are 
weaned at the age of eight weeks 
and are then moved to separate 
pens of their own. At six months 
they are ~ an

HE hazard on a mink ranch 
is the appearance of a con- 
tagious distemper that will 
destroy the colony unless it is 
che¢ked. There is a vaccine with 
whieh to fight it, but Van Leer, 
by good care and good luck, has 
not had to-deal with an epidemic. 
So when pelting time came early 
in December this year, he had 
nearly 90 of the little animals in 
his pens, the biggest harvest he 
has had since he started. Forty- 
four of them were quickly and 
painlessly executed, two at atime, 
in a gas chamber and dressed for 
shipment, a slow and careful 
process that takes 45 minutes for 
each animal. The femalés weigh 
from two to three pounds and 

the males three to four pounds. 
The pelts, stretched on boards, 
were hung in the basement until 
a few days ago when they were 
carefully packed and shipped off

to New York furriers, to be 


matched up with pelts coming in ° 


from other parts of the country 
and made up into coats. 

Left over for breeding and the 
production of next year’s crop 
are 36 females and eight males. 
Next year, if all goes well, there 
will be a bigger crop, for Van 
Leer is building up his “herd,” 
with the hope of having in a few 
years 500 and maybe more, for 
one man can handle that many if 
he works hard enough and takes 
good care of them. It isn’t such 
hard work, says Van Leer. The 
only busy seasons are at breeding 
time and pelting time, He farms 
only a few acres and has time 
to drive the school bus out of 
Union. Not too much care is 
required by the animals between 
breeding and pelting times. They 
can stand a lot of cold, for it 
must be remembered that they 
have mink coats of their own, 
but they must be carefully bed- 
ded in the winter and frequent- 
ly watered i the summer. 

* 


HE pelting is done when the 

skins are prime as shown by 

the creamy white of the flesh 
under the fur. Finding out about 
that involves the use of leather 
gloves or a catching cage and a 
lot of caution because a mink has 
mighty sharp teeth and is not 
backward abo-:t using them. With 
a quick snap it can bite through 
an unprotected’ finger. 

Perhaps they could be tamed 
and made docile, if not playful, 
but there isn’t time for that and 
no point in doing it. After all, 
Van Leer, the mink rancher, isn’t 
raising them for pets but to keep 
up the supply of mink coats. 

The prices obtained for the 
pelts vary considerable accord- 
ing to color and quality, and ac- 
cording to supply, with a ship- 
ment likely to bring on an aver- 
age $35 per pelt. It takes about 
75 of them for a mink coat, for 
the furriers use only the backs of

matched pelts in dark brown, sil- 
ver blue, breath of spring silver 
and lighter Aleutian, a brown- 
ist blue, the outer fur brown 
and the under blue. Remnants 
are used for scarfs and trim- 
mings. 


The coloring of the animals is 
consistent according to their 


strains, so that the breeder knows 
about what to expect. 


There is a new mink color out, 
called Sapphire, a shade of blue, 
one of those mutations that hap- 
pen once in a mirk’s age. It is 
really classy and it comes high, 
up to $30,000 for a coat, but

As a mink farmer Van Leer 
is well satisfied so far and plans 
to build up his colony as rapidly 
as he can. He has had a good 
helper since he married Shirley 
Knehans, a neighborhood girl, in 
June, 1950.

Her 
husband looks forward to the 
time when he will be able to buy 
a mink coat for her. 

The little minks are big busi- 
ness in the United States.

N the following deal a de- 
fender ended up with two more 
than declarer had—but 


Aiter North raised hearts over 
West's four diamonds, South nat- 
urally was unwilling to give up 
the hanij, short of the five-level, 
and thov.gh his redouble was dar- 
ing, he seems to have had an ex- 
cellent grasp of the situation. 

West opened the diamond king, 
and declarer ruffed. Then, since 
it was imperative to establish the 
long spade suit, South laid down 
the ace and a low spade. yo 
king was ruffed away, and de- 
elarer returned to his own hand 
with a trump. The $0 trump 
break thus revealed was rather 
disquiting, but South did not let 
this throw him off stride. He 
ruffed another low spade, with 
dummy’s queen, and then delib- 
erately shortened his own trumps 
further by ruffing a diamond with 
the jack of hearts. 

Now East had four trumps 
against South’s two, but this did 
not wérry South greatly. He felt 
sure that West would not have 
ventured, alone, to five diamond 
on less ‘than a seven-card suit, 
and in that case East, on taking 
control with trumps, would be 
unable to put his partner on lead. 

After cashing the ace and king 
of hearts, declarer started to run 
his good spades. East soon ruffed 
in, but that trick and his other 
trump were all he could get. His 
forced club lead went into the 
North-South combination tenace, 
and South could claim the re- 
doubled contract.

WHAT THE SMILING man 
was doing at his desk was the 
culminating point of a long 


struggle, beginning in childhood - 


days. From his mother he had 
received certain ideas, simple 
enough for a child to under- 
stand, yet profound enough to 
change the world. They were 
sacred notions that she had 
taught her small son whom she 
called Reuben—ways of truth, 
of courage, of generosity, of 
kindness and above all, honor.

THE MOTHER had great 
dreams for little Reuben, not 
that he would know fame or 
riches but that he would walk 
uprightly in the world and do 
justly by his fellow man. Her 
voice, gently teaching him just 
before he went to sleep, plant- 
ed seeds deep in his heart, so 
deep that he was never able to 
forget them altogether.

Soon his business 
began to show a profit, a stead- 
ily growing increase that pros- 
pered with the years until he 
had become a successful man. 


Through a bequest he came

Before him was a 
stack of blank checks and a list 
of names and addresses, all 
checked and_ verified. Ten 
thousand dollars and that first 
check to the Chicago char- 
woman. All afternoon on that 
first day of the New Year, 
Reuben sat there writing his 
checks for creditors and heirs. 
The checks he mailed that af- 
ternoon totaled $645,000. 

He had paid 100 cents on the 
dollar and interest as well on 
debts that the law said no long- 
er existed.

Fame and for- 
tune became his, as promised 
long ago in Galilec: “Seek ye 
first the Kingdom of God and 
His righteousnéss, and all these 
things shall be added unto 
you.”

When McCarthy made his Sen- 
ate speech about Marshall, he in- 
voked considerable criticism. 
Some of McCarthy’s supporters 
said at the .time that they felt 
he “went too far” in his remarks 
about the World War II Chief of 
Staff and former Secretary of 
State. 

. Two Chapters Added. 

In publishing his book, McCar- 
thy cut the 60,000-word speech 
into eight chapters of about 40,- 
000 words. He tacked on two chap- 
ters, one outlining Marshall’s life 
up to World War II and the other 
commenting on the press reaction 
to the speech. 

McCarthy contends that the 
press and public misinterpreted 
his speech. He insists that he

Perhaps I should say that Ant- 
arctica is without people “so far 
as we know.” About two-thirds 
of its surface never has ex- 
plored, and in that part we might 
find residents. 

That, however, is hardly likely: 
Enough facts have been gathered 
to give up a clear idea that it 
would be a mistake for people to 
set up homes in the frozen econ- 
tinent on the “bottom of the 
world.”
